TO WAR ON MOTORISTS 
WHO ARE INTOXICATED 


Desirous of determining why so 
many charges of driving while intox- 
icated are reduced to reckless driving 
in California, the Division of Motor 
Vehicles today ordered all traffic of- 
ficers to make detailed reports of the 
disposition of all such cases in which 
they are involved. 

In a bulletin issued with the author- 
ization of Frank G. Snook, Chief of 
the Division, the officers were instuc- 
ted to make a detailed report on the 
back of the yellow copy of the citat- 
ion, explaining the reason for reduc- 
ing the charge and by whose authority 
it was reduced, whether by district 
attorney, judge, captain, traffic officer 
or any other person. 

The officers were instructed also 
that they must make out citation tags 
in every case in which a person is ar- 
rested for violation of the drunken 
driver clause of the motor vehicle act. 

Snook explained that the bulletin 
is only another step toward “tighten- 


ing up” the regulations in the war 
against this type of offender. 

“There may be good reasons for 
reducing this charge to reckless in 


some cases but we would like to know 
the circumstances in each case.”

50 TONS OF FLOWERS 
SENI TO NEW ORLEANS 


Nearly 50 tons of flowers, most of 
which are grown in the vicinity of 
Redwood City, were sent eastward to 
New Orleans in 10 refrigerated cars,

The shipment consisted of approxi- 
mately 125,000 chrysanthemums in 
many colors; asparagus ferns and 
other flowers, to be used in the cele- 
bration of “All Souls’ Day,” an im- 
portant holiday in the church calen- 
dar of New Orleans.

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CALIFORNIA GIVES 
HOOVER HUGE VOTE: 
900.000 MAJORITY 


A majority Set approximately half a 
million votes was California’s compli- 
ment to her adopted son, Herbert 
Hoover, who was swept into the pres- 
idency by one of the greatest land- 
slides in the political history of this 
country. The electoral vote stands: 
Hoover, 444; Smith, 87. The landslide 
given Harding eight years ago was 
made to appear conservative in the 
light of this tremendous outpouring of 
votes for Hoover. The electoral votes 
won by Governor Smith is less than 
that of Cox in 1920 and Davis in 1924. 


Perhaps the most sensational event 
in the campaign, which will be record- 
ed as one of the hardest fought po- 
litical battles in the annals of this 
country, is the breaking of the “Solid 
South.” Hoover carried Virginia, 
Florida and North Carolina, states 
which have not gone Republican since 
Reconstruction days following the 
Civil War. Border states on which 
the Democrats had pinned their hopes 
also went strong for Hoover. Ken- 
tucky, for example, gave the Republi. 
can candidate the sensational margin 
of 150,000 votes. Oklahoma gave 
Hoover a lead of approximately 80,- 
000. Wisconsin, thought to be safe 
for Smith, gave his opponent a plu- 
rality of 125,000. Smith’s strength, 
outside of the normally Democratic 
centers, was greatest in the industrial 
sections of New England. He made 
his best showing in the great cities, 
such as Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, 
Pittsburgh and, of course, New York. 
But his majority in his home city was 
not great enough to overcome the 
overwhelming Republican vote from 
up-state New York, which gave Hoov- 
er a lead of more than 100,000 in the 
entire state. 


San Francisco, which was expected 
to give Smith an advantage of at least 
30,000 votes, gave him a majority of 
only 7000. Apparently Smith carried 
only seven of California’s fifty-eight 
counties.

JUNIOR TRAFFIC PATROLS 

TO BE ORGANIZED 


Plans for organizing junior traffic ?- 


patrols among the children of every 
rural school in California were reveal- 
ed here today by the Division of Motor 
Vehicles. 

Started as an experiment only little 
more than a year ago, the plan has 
proven so successful in reducing acci- 
dents among school children in the 
vicinity of school houses that the state 
authorities have decided to make it a 
permanent annual feature of their 
safety campaign work. : 

To this end, traffic officers in all 
the counties have been ordered to re- 
double their efforts to organize the 
patrols among the school children of 
their respective districts. 

“We want 100 per cent organiza- 
tion in the schools,” Chief Frank G. 
Snook explained. 

The method of organization is to 
pick children highest in the grades 
and form them into squads whose duty 
it is to escort the children across the 
intersections during the rush hours. 
The children are instructed to take the 
numbers of motorists who refuse to 
obey their signals and report them to 
the police. 

Since the inauguration of the plan, 
the Division has noted a sharp drop 
in accidents among school children. 
And the officials regard it as signifi- 
cant that not a single accident has 
occurred to any member of a junior 
patrol since the plan was put in 
operation. 

Snook has reiterated his order to the 
officers of a year ago that any motor- 
ist driving past schoolhouses, where 
children are entering or leaving, at a 
speed greater than 15 miles an hour, 
be arrested. 

He also urges that pedestrian school 
children using the highways to walk 
on the left hand side of the road 
against the traffic.

Partial Results on 


State Amendments 


Citizens in every section of Califor- 
nia went to the polls November 6 to 
register a record-breaking vote on 
both state and national issues. Sen- 
ator Hiram Johnson shared in the 
landslide vote given Herbert Hoover, 
defeating his Democratic opponent, 
Minor Moore, by a majority of more 
than 4 to 1. While Johnson’s election 
was conceded, the veteran campaign- 
er was “deeply gratified” at the enor- 
mous vote accorded him. He returns 
to the United States Senate for a 
third term, having started his service 
there March 4, 1917. 

Excellent weather, clear and fair in 
every portion of the state, prevailed 
throughout most of election day.

News of Interest to All 


Residents of the Orland district, 
Glenn County, last week dedicated a 
project upon which they have been 
working for nearly twenty years—the 
new $1,000,000 Stony Gorge Reservoir 
Dam of the Orland Irrigation District. 
The dam will provide an auxiliary 
water supply for 20,000 acres. The 
submerged area of the reservoir cov 
ers 1200 acres, forming a lake five 
miles long, half a mile wide, with a 
maximum depth at the dam of 110 
feet. 


Declaring that he will fight any at- 
tempt to increase the present state 
speed limit of 40 miles per hour, 
Frank G. Snook, chief of the state di- 
vision of motor vehicles, last week an- 
nounced that he will introduce legis- 
lation on the other hand to strengthen 
the present speed law. Taking issue 
with various clubs in California which 
are reported to be preparing to ask 
the 1929 Legislature to raise the legal 
speed rate or to abolish it altogether. 
Snook took his stand in favor of rigid 
enforcement. 


The largest telescope in the world, 
to surpass by five or ten 
times the power of the great Hooker 
telescope on Mount Wilson, is to be 
erected on a California mountain top 
not yet designated. The California 
Institute of Technology has an- 
nounced that funds have been made 
available for its construction and that 
work on the 200-inch reflector with 
which it will be equipped will begin 
within a few months. The telescope 
and a laboratory are a gift to the In- 
stitute from the International Educa- 
tion Board, with headquarters at New 
York. 

San Francisco will give its official 
support to a proposed National Horse 
Show to be held next year, provided 
sufficient outside contributions are 
available. This was the decision of 
the Public Welfare and Airport com- 
mittee a few days ago, after hearing 
Dr. T. R. Creely, secretary of the San 
Francisco National Horse Show Asso- 
ciation. A deficit of $4600 at the con- 
clusion of the summer symphony sea- 
son was reported. The request that 
the deficit be met by the city was put 
over for one week. 


California will spend nearly $6,000,- 
000 in the betterment of the Pacific 
Highway by the end of this current bi- 
ennium, announces E. A. Crowley, gen- 
eral manager of the Pacific Highway 
Association, in quoting facts and fig- 
ures from a report received from C.

San Francisco is to have one of the 
largest airship hangars in the world— 
a hangar so large that nothing of the 
kind at present in existence in the 
world can compare with it.
